They also asked that 
photos taken of them in 
the CALL & POST 
newsroom be suppressed. 

During their visit, the 
women said they were 
“personal friends” of 
Scales and felt that the 


community owed him a 
debt of gratitude..for his

The grandiose $90 
million Columbus housing 
development complex, 
reported doomed by the 
Columbus Dispatch, is in 
the words of Donald 
Harewood of the national 
NAACP office “still being 
negotiated.” 

The Dispatch, a morning 
newspaper, reported that 
the Nationwide Real Estate 
Services Inc. has_filed suit 
in Franklin County Com- 
mon Pleas Court charging 
that the NAACP National 
Housing Corporation of 
New York City, has 
defaulted on a $1.5 million 
note and mortgage on 
acreage where the 
development was planned. 

Where the Dispatch 
reported that Nationwide is 
asking the court to 
foreclose on the mortgage, 
the NAACP says that 
Nationwide “just desires to 
protect their interests” and 
no foreclosure is in sight. 

According to Harewood, 
the master plans are com- 
pleted and the land use 
and_economic_studies.aré 
done. They intend to go 
ahead. with full develop- 
ment plans following the 
negotiation. 

Harewood further stated 
that the Dispatch ‘jumped 
the gun” on reporting the 
incident. He stated that the 
Dispatch assumed that 
because of the “alleged” 
foreclosure tip the NAACP 
would not carry out its 
plans to build. 

Charles F. Freiburger; an 
attorney for the plaintiff 
was quoted in the Dispatch 
saying Nationwide will buy

Inmates Say Free Heroin Is 
Blatant Attack On Blacks

One group to recently voice its dissatisfaction with the 
bill is the inmate chapter of the NAACP at Atlanta 
Federal Penitentiary, Atlanta, Georgia. 

In a letter to the. Columbus Call & Post, Charlies Mc- 
Daniel, executive secretary of the prison branch of the 
civil rights organization, calls the bill a “blatant attack 
on black lives" saying that it will cause addicts to have a 
great psychological and physical dependency on ‘ad- 
dictive drugs if allowed to become law. 

The legislation, which has already passed the. House 
and is now being considered by the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, would allow for the licensing of one of the state's 
operating methadone centers to use heroin, and other 
banned drugs to treat drug addiction. 

McDaniel, who claims that the NAACP prison branch 
has 467 inmate members, says he learned of the bill 
through the Columbus Call & Post.

The amendment applies only to residences where Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) recipients are living or are likely to live. 

ODPW is now required by the Keyes Amendment to do the following 
procedures 

1) Make known to the public where they can obtain information about 
the standards for group homes for SS! recipients. 

2) Receive and report all incidents of violations of established stan- 
dards to the Social Security Administration or to the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education, ‘and Welfare. ODPW must also establish a warning 
system tu notify the group home operator and residents of the 
violations 

3) Establish criteria and review all requests for waivers of the stan- 
dards for group homes 

The implementation date for these regulations is July 1, 1978. The 
Ohio Department of Public Welfare will include the final provisions in 
the state Title XX hio Comprehensive Annual Services Program Pian.

Discussed At Workshop

A workshop titled,.’The 
Black Woman: Double 


, was held last 
‘Saturday in the Ohio 
Union. ree panels of 


women spoke on. the 
following topics: Black 
women and higher 


education, the economics . 


of being alone and biack 
women in mangement. 

. Laura Armstrong, coor- 
dinator of women's 
programs at Ohio State, 
said many women are 
recognizing the impor- 
tance of an education and 
the Continuing Education 
Program is trying to reach 
more black women. 

Not enough black 
women are taking advan- 
tage of the opportunities 
for higher education Arm- 
strong said and the num- 
ber of educated and 
trained people make it dif- 
ficult to compete in the job 
market without a degree. 

Black women who have 
not completed > college 
should go back to school 
in order to increase their 
job -options, said Jeanne 
Cook, equal employment 
opportunity contract com- 
pliance officer and 
assistant minority enter- 
prise coordinator. Cook 
said occupation and 
college experience serve 
as a test of strength. 

Earlene Jeffires, from 
management training in 
Lazarus Department Store, 
said a degree will require 
determination and a black 
woman will be confronted 
with more obstacles than a 
white woman. “it's 
necessary to look at these 
obstables and decide what 
it is you want and to do it, 
she said. 

Women tend to ignore 
the existing’ opportunities 
because of “fears of con- 
flict with tradition, fear of 
disloyalty to peer group, 
fear of failure, fear of not 
being able to hack it or 
fear of a new social 
status,’ according to 
Juanita Barkstall em- 
ployment services inter- 
viewer in the OSU person- 
nel services. 

In addition 


to these 


.. fears, being a single parent 


and pursuing a career or 
higher education presents 
economic and social 
problems for a woman. 

‘Karen Sheares, a part- 
time student and employee 
at OSU, and a single 
parent, said her time must 
be allocated for her child, 
for studying and for her 
other duties as a working 
woman. 

She said being able to 
spend a couple of hours by 
herself is valuable. “! kind 
of consider that part of my 
mental health,” she said. 

Cook, who_ attended 
college, said career 
women who are single face 
problems after they have 
acquired an education. 
Women are not. respected 
for their opinion and male 
chauvinism forces some 
women to “push their 
position in order to be 
recognized.” 

Cook also said women- 
face sexual harassment on 
their jobs and must solve 
such problems by deman- 
ding respect and by being 
tactful.

director, Black Unity House. 

Inmates McDaniel and McGhee said they became in- 
terested in the bill “after reading the accounts of Colum- 
bus City Councilman Jerry Hammond's wise decision to 
campaign against House Bill 709, that appeared in the 
Calumbus Call & Post....” McDaniel lived in Columbus 


before his incarceration. 


Councilman Hammond, perhaps. one of the bill's most 
vocal opponents, is presently conducting a statewide let- 
ter writing campaign to encourage voters to write their 
representatives in the State Senate, voicing their op- 


position to the bill. 


The bill, if passed, would ideally cure the addict by 
gradually weaning him off the debilitating drug. 

Opponents feel that the treatment method 
the bill is not feasible. All it will do, they say, will be to 
provide easy access of addictive drugs to addicts and 
drug thieves both in amd out of the program. 

Wallace, campaigning for ike Thompson's seat in 
District 13, says “I'm confused about the priorities of our 
State Representative here in Glenville (Thompson). Last 
week Ike Thompson sponsored and voted for legislation 
banning free cigarette samples in public places. A week 
before he voted and supported legislation giving free 


heroin...to drug..addicts...”” 


Wallace, like Councilman Hammond and General Sha- 
bazz, favor Abstinence Detoxification as a means to cure 
the addict of his addiction. So does McDaniel and Mc- 
Ghee, the inmates at Atlanta. 

McDaniel says ‘he is actively involved in the Drug 
Abuse program at the prison and believes in the “self- 


help” concept in treatment. 


“If we're ever to find our rightful place within the so- 
ciety that we are not isolated from, we must be willing to 
speak-out against those issugs that we know to be harm- 
ful to self and the community. From valid living exper- 
jences we know that heroin, regardiess to how small 
the quantity, if administered on a daily basis, will im- 
mobilize, not only the person, but eventually the Nation.”

The black male feels 
more threatened than the 
white male because the 
black woman is now on the 
job. market, Cook said. 

“The market for the 
black female is more ad- 
vanced and growing more 
because not only can you 
get a minority but you can 
get a woman too,” Cook 
said. 

Lois Watson, from OSU 
Counseling and Con- 
sultation Service said 
some companies who have 
EEO and affirmative action 
programs do not comply 
with these programs and 
use covert ways in their 
promotion policies. 

“Every path is blocked 
when you attempt to 
engage in ‘managerial 
programs or to upgrade 
yourself,” Watson said. 

People should consider 
the chance of “upward 
mobility” before selecting 
a job, she added. 

It is important to know 

the trend of the job market 
when ‘selecting a career, 
because women and 
minorities —are overly 
the low- 
paying job areas; Watson 
said.

‘I'm Not A Politician, 
Mayor’s New Aide Says.

“As Mayor Tom Moody’s 
official right hand, Ronald 
H. Poole does not expect 
to be a political hatchet 
man. In an interview last 
week, the mayor's new 
executive assistant said he 
probably will not be as in- 
timately involved in purely 
political matters as was his 
predecessor. 

Poole, a retired U.S. 
Army lieutenant colonel, 
took up residence Tuesday 
in the office vacated earlier 
this year by Jerome C. Gaf- 
ford, who accepted a 
position with a local mer- 
chandising firm. 

“It's too early for me to 
know exactly what all of 
my duties will be," Poole 


said, “but | doubt that 
many of them will be 
purely political.” 


Poole retired from the 


Army last May. During his ; 


24 years of service, like all 
U.S. military officers, he 
avoided involvement_ in 
partisan politics. 

“| have not been a 
career politician; I'm sure 
the mayor understood that 
when he asked me to ac- 
cept this position,” Poole 
said. 

Among the. functions 
already assigned to him by 
the mayor, Poole said, are 
to act as tliaison with city 
council and to monitor im- 
portant public issues and 
the progress of major pro- 
jects in which city hall has 
an interest. 

Poole said he an- 


ticipated that, among other 
things, he will be keeping 
his eyes on the school

Mary Lester is a police officer in the. Columbus 
Division of Police. She is presently assigned to the 
Community Relations Bureau as a crime prevention 
community service officer. ; 

Her responsibilities in this position include working 
with business persons for prevention of shoplifting, 
keeping windows clear for outside visibility of interior 
store layout, and installation of drop boxes to avoid 
having large sums of money ‘on hand. Lester meets 
with senior citizen groups to inform them how to 


_ maintain their personal safety and protect their 


property. She conducts safety programs at schools 
which focus on bike safety, informing young children 
what to do when lost, reporting the discovery of 
firearms and explosives, and safety patrol! procedures 
and techniques. Lester works closely with various 
social groups and agencies in maintaining good 
relations between the police department and the com- 
munity, Her responsibilities also include providing in- 
formation about the job opportunities in police work. 
Prior to working as a community service officer, 
Lester was assigned to the Juvenile Bureau for 3 1/2 
years and the Police Training Academy for three 
years. At the Juvenile Bureau, her first assignment as 
a new police officer, she worked with delinquent 
children, handled missing persons reports and follow- 
up, investigated offenses in child neglect and abuse, 
investigated burglaries and robberies, and worked 
with homicide officers, 
, Lester was assigned to the Police Training 
Academy as an instructor assisting police recruits-in 


completing the required training programs. Her 


responsibilities included ‘teaching, counseling and 
evaluating new recruits. She also conducted classes 
for auxiliary (volunteer) officers to assist them in 
receiving ‘required training to work with regularly 
assigned police officers. 

Policewomen are required to perform the same 
police duties.as their male counterparts (e.g., cruiser 
duty and assignments such as vice, detective, 
training, helicopter, SWAT, organized crime and in- 
teiligence duty). Lester was the first policewoman of 
the Columbus Division of Police assigned to cruiser 
duty. As a result of her experience, approximately 10 
policewomen are presently assigned to cruiser duty. 


She was also the first female officer to be assigned-as- 


a training officer at the Police Training Academy. 
Lester is a native of Columbus and a graduate of 
East High School. She was employed at the Colum- 
bus Public Health Department, YMCA, and the Colum- 
bus Public Schools before becoming a police officer. 
“| became interested in police work because | like 
to work with people,” she said. “I felt that being a 
police officer would give me opportunity to serve the 
community and receive specialized training.” 
Lester’s husband is employed in a police-related 
job. “My husband's job also influen me’ in pur- 
suing police work as a career. He encouraged me to 
take the test for police officer,” she said. 
“Inthe city of Columbus, police job appointments 
are governed by local civil service regulations.

Civil service appointments’ to police jobs require 
written tests which are deisigned to measure can- 
didates’ aptitude for police work. Medical 
examinationsare required to determine general health. 
Tests of physical agility, dexterity, and strength are 
given. Candidates’ personal history, references of 
character, and personality are investigated. 
Background information checked includes persons’ 
driving record, their character traits, military service, 
employment and school-records, ability to get along 
with employees, arrest record, and family’s ac- 
ceptance of the candidate's appointment as a police 
officer. Candidates are required to take polygraph (lie 
detector test). 

Applicants should be high schoo! graduates or 
have passed a high school equivalency test (GED). 
They- must have a-valid driver's license. Honesty, 
good judgment, and a sense of responsibility are im- 
portant traits required of prospective police officers. 

After receiving civil service appointments, police of- 
ficers enter the Police Training Academy as recruits. 
Duration of training at the Academy is approximately 
20 weeks and consists of instruction in state and local

Instruction 
is provided in techniques of interviewing people, 
writing reports, patrol work, and crime prevention. 
Human relations training is also provided to assist 
recruits in learning alternative ways to respond to 
stressful situations, handling problems, and relating 
to people. 

Eligibility for promotion depends upon specified 
length of service, job performance, and the results of 
written examinations. Persons eligible for promotion 
are listed on a promotional list along with other 
qualified candidates. As new positions become 
available, candidates are promoted to fill them ac- 
cording to their position on the list. Police officers 
can advance to supervisory positions such as 
sergeant, lieutenant, captain, and major in the Colum- 
bus Division of Police. Top administrative levels are 
colonel and Chief. : 

Additional training and experiences help police of- 
ficers improve their performance on the job and 
prepare for advancement.-To obtain experience in 
various areas of police work, Lester requested special 
assignments such as patrol car duty, recruitment of 
new personnel, background investigation, vice squad 
and narcotics duty. “I felt that these experiences 
would give me a broad background and provide ex- 
periences for movement into other fields of police 
work” she said. 

Officials of the Columbus Division of Police in- 
dicate that employment opportunities are very good 
for male and female applicants due to the need for 
more police officers for a rapidly increasing popula- 
tion. Equal employment opportunity legislation 
requires that an increased number. of black persons 
received civil service appointments as police officers. 

Persons who plan to enter police work as a career 
are encouraged to enroll in high school law en- 
forcement programs and at post high school training 
facilities such, as junior colleges, colleges, and 
universities. Courses helpful in preparing for a police 
career include English, American history, civics and 
government, business law, sociology, and 
psychology. It is important that persons have good 
reading’ comprehension skills to enable them to pass 


_the civil_service examination for police officer. 


Students should explore their interests in this oc- 
cupation by talking with a school vocational coun- 
selor.

rtance of Perry's achievements, 

iss Simmons pointed out that: “At 
its peak In 1923, the Perry empire 
employed over 2,500 people. in 
Atlanta alone, 2 per cent of the Biack 
population worked in a Perry enter- 
prise.” This record has not been 
achieved by any other Black 
business since.‘ 

She points out that during this 
period, Perry operated: the Standard 
Life Insurance Co.; the Citizens Trust 
Company; Penny Savings Bank in 
Augusta; Service Engineering & 
Construction Co., Service Printing 
Co., and, Service Realty Co. 

For a man who migrated trom 
Houston, Texas to Atlanta with only a 
sixth grade education, his audacity 
and achievements were phenomenal.

Not so many years ago, a lot of people were under 
the illusion that black legisiators were primarily con- 
cerned with legisiation that specifically affected the 
black populace. This old myth, of course, has been 
ae ah time and time again in recent 
bill sponsored by Black Senator William F. 
Bowen, (D-Cincinnati) and passed last week by the 
Ohio Senate, gave rise to the above point of view. 

The measure, S.B. 449, designed to permit the use 
of pituitary glands from cadavers for research pur- 
poses for extracting hormones to treat persons with 
growth deficiencies. 

Under terms of the bill, county coroners would be 
allowed to remove the glands from bodies on which 
they performed autopsies and ship them to the 
National Pituitary 3 

The agency extracts the human growth hormone 
from the gland and releases it to physicians and 
needy patients on cost. And according to Bowen, 
It takes: about pituitary glands to supply enough 
hormones to treat one growth-stunted child for one 
year. The legislation would result in 3500 to 4500 
glands a year from Ohio, he told the Senate, which 
passed the bill 28-2 and forwarded it to the House for 
consideration. os : , 

If this bill is approved by the House and signed into 
law w by Gov. James A. Rhodes, the law will obviously 
benefit more white than. black children suffering from 
growth deficiences. And this will be just another

sually, when a legislator retires after a long career 
it becomes the occasion for statements honoring his 
accomplishments. But in Senator Eastiand’s case the 
plain, unvarnished truth of history is enough to bar 
any warm feelings. 

He based his career on opposition to black in- 
terests and was a mighty roadblock to black progress. 
‘He bitterly opposed civil rights legislation and 
measures to help poor people. When the Supreme 
Court handed down the Brown decision barring 
segregated schools, Eastiand fought it tooth and nail. 
At the time of the University of Mississippi riots 
against the admission of a black student, he issued 
demagogic statements that fanned the flames of 
racial hatred. 

If Senator Eastiand were just another extremist 
sounding off, even from the pulpit of the Senate, we 
might ignore him. But he is one of the most powerful 
men in the upper house. His power derives from 
longevity as a force in the southern bloc and from his 
stranglehold on judicial appointments as head of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, a position that also 
gives him life and death power over much legislation 
affecting black people's lives. : 

He used that power to stack federal courts in the 
south with avowed segregationists. Everyone was ap- 
pailed when President Kennedy. appointed 
segregationist William Harold Cox to the federal 
bench back In 1961, but that was the price Eastiand’ 
forced Kennedy to pay in order to get other judicial 

intments out of committee. .

He in turn 
called in the FBI, For three days, the FBI interrogated the 
man and reportedly found reason to believe there were ° 
grounds for reopening the case. : 

But the statutes of limitation had run out for the FBI's 
involvement, so it turned the case over to Capt. W. J. 
Patterson in the County Sheriff's office, Capt. Patterson 
spent three days_in Washington reviewing FBI files and 
reportedly plans to pursue the investigation when time »- 
permits. Possible problems, however could be the wide-
